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Jazz festival 
to live on? 


LYME Regis Jazz Fes¬ 
tival, having cele¬ 
brated its 21st 
anniversary, is set to 
live on despite fears 
earlier this year that 
the annual summer 
event would fold.

Organisers announced 
the cancellation of the fes¬ 
tival at the beginning of the 
year due to a lack of help 
and financial concerns 
over payments being 
claimed by the Performing 
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Rights Society. But local 
hotelier Tony Colston, 
with suport from the View 
from Lyme Regis, jumped 
into the breach and took 
over the running of last 
weekend’s 21st anniver¬ 
sary event, assisted by 
long-serving organiser 
John Fry. 

And whilst attendance 


figures were lower than in 
previous years, Mr Colston 
told the View that they 
were “very pleased” with 
how the event went off and 
were hopeful that the festi¬ 
val would continue in the 
future. 

“Although numbers were 
down, the feedback has 
been very positive.

Updating 

LYME Forward, the organisation that has been working 
on shaping the future of Lyme Regis for the next couple 
of decades, is seeking further consultation from the pub¬ 
lic to establish priorities for the immediate future. 

Lyme Forward, set up by Lyme Regis Development 
Trust, put together a community plan for the town in 2007 
after extensive consultation with townspeople over their 
aspirations for the resort.The dccument concentrated on 
seven themed headings - economy, environment, health, 


well-being and safer communities, housing, sports, cul¬ 
ture and lifelong learning, traffic and transport and young 
people. 

Since then a number of initatives have been introdcued 
to deliver the aims set out in the community plan. 

Lyme Forward is now holding a series of public forums 


for their plans to be updated. The next one will take place 
on Wednesday, July 13th in the Guildhall (7pm-8pm) 
when views will be sought on two of the themes - health, 
well-being and safer communities and sport, leisure and 
lifelong learning. 

Development Trust chairman Wendy Davies said they 
wanted to hear residents’ views on the future of Lyme, 
adding: “This is a chance for the public to say if we are 
going in the right direction and to help set the priorities 
for the next two-to-three years.” 

Achievements 

As well as the obvious successes of the Development 
Trust in recent years, such as the opening of a Sure Start 
centre and the establishment of the fossil festival and arts- 
fest, Lyme Forward have been beavering away to deliver 
a better standard of living for the people of Lyme. 

Here are some of their achievements: 

♦ Setting up of Turn Lyme Green and establishing a 
garden share scheme 

♦ Setting up a breakfast club at St Michael’s Primary 
School as well as providing hot lunches 

♦ Co-ordinating events for the over 50s in conjunction 
with Age Concern and POPPS 

♦ Setting up of an Over 50s Lunch Club 

♦ Co-ordinating the campaign to save Lyme Regis Li¬ 
brary from closure 

♦ Setting up a Credit Union in Lyme Regis 

Lyme Forward has also accessed several supportive 
grants for local organisations and has worked hand-in- 
hand with Lyme Regis Town Council on a number of is¬ 
sues. 

Two ideas currently being pursued are the setting up of 
a food bank and working with POPPS to create a be¬ 
friending scheme in Lyme Regis.

Former mayor 
'disgusted'over 
grants allocation 


LYME REGIS TOWN 
COUNCIL NEWS

LYME Regis Town Coun¬ 
cil has handed out £17,854 
to 24 local organisations in 
their annual grant alloca¬ 
tion - a third of £52,038 
asked for. 

Councillors struggled to 
stick to their budget of 
£17,914 when deciding on 
the grants at a special 
meeting last Tuesday. 
Their original donations 
totalled £21,427 - an over¬ 
spend of £3,513. It was 
then suggested that all do¬ 
nations should be reduced 
by 18 per cent which 
would put them back on 
budget, but some council¬ 
lors argued that three or¬ 
ganisations - the Axe 
Valley Ring and Ride, 
Bridport and District Citi¬ 
zens Advice Bureau and 
Victim Support - were 
“crucial” to the local com¬ 
munity and should still be 
given the full amount they 
requested. 

It was then decided not 
to cut the grants given to 
these three organisations, 
but to reduce the rest by 21 
per cent, with the Citizens 
Advice Bureau receiving 
the largest donation of 
£2,905. 

Disgusted 

Councillor Michaela 
Ellis said she was “totally 
disgusted” with the way 
the grants had been distrib¬ 
uted and cut. She said she 
had been suggesting 
amounts that would pay 
for certain projects the or¬ 
ganisations were running, 
rather than all of them, 
throughout the meeting 
and believed this was a fair 
way forward. 

The Mayor, Councillor 
Sally Holman, said: “We 
are all aware this is not a 
perfect system for the 
grants”. And shwe asked 
councillors to come for¬ 
ward with a better process 
at a later date. 

Applications from Lyme 
Regis Operatic Society, 
which requested £2,500 to¬ 
wards its next production, 
and St Michael’s Parish 
Church Flower Festival, 
which asked for £500 to¬ 
wards the production and 
sale of 2012 calendars, 


were both rejected. Lyme 
Bay Photographic Club 
only received £40 of its re¬ 
quested £300 for a new 
laptop, foam board and for 
maintaining its website. 
Lyme Regis Gig Club was 
also given a small dona¬ 
tion of £79 after requesting 
£500 toward a new 
wooden gig. 

Lyme Regis Develop¬ 
ment Trust, which re¬ 
quested £4,000 toward 
re-siting the current li¬ 
brary, received the second 
highest grant of £2,370, 
with LymeNET receiving 
a further £1,953 for a new 
photocopier/printer, and 
the trust’s property man¬ 
agement section receiving 
£395 for new windows for 
LymeNET at St Michael’s 
Business Centre.

A HUGE community effort 
has helped campaigners for 
The Hub in Lyme Regis 
win £60,000 of Lotto 
Money. 

The Hub was one of six 
finalists in an ITV West 
Country contest to win a 
chunk of the national lot¬ 
tery’s Jubilee People’s Mil¬ 
lions. 

Campaigners for the 
youth club project discov¬ 
ered they had beaten the 
Portland Gig Rowing Club 
to the funding on Wednes¬ 
day afternoon, finding out 
the results of their efforts 
on camera. 

ITV Westcountry News 
presenter Bob Cruwys 
broke the good news to The 
Hub campaign team at 
Woodroffe School. 

Supporters were only 
given one day to vote for 
The Hub and organisers 
praised the efforts of cam¬ 
paigners who blitzed the 
town and social networking 
sites with promotion of the 
campaign on Tuesday. 

After hearing the news, 
project leader Lily Shorten 
said: “I’m so excited, we 
have worked so hard. I just 
think the way the whole 
community has come to¬ 
gether and been really pro¬ 
young people has been 
great. Even if we weren’t to 
win, the amount of support 
we’ve had from everyone

long here, we feel a sense 
that people really do care 
about us. 

“I can’t even begin to ex¬ 
plain how much The Hub 
will improve young peo¬ 
ple’s lives in Lyme Regis, 
not just for us but for gen¬ 
erations to come. I really 
can’t wait to see what it’s 
going to be like.” 

Project development offi¬ 
cer Lran Williams added: 
“The way that people ral¬ 
lied yesterday to make it 


happen was just fantastic. 

“This money will really 
make such a big difference 
to The Hub but it is also 
bringing people together in 
the town. What has been so 
remarkable about this proj¬ 
ect has been the young 
people. They generate 
great energy and enthusi¬ 
asm, this is their project 
and the fact that we have 
won this is very much 
down to them and their en¬ 
thusiasm for it.” 


Marcus Dixon of Lyme 
Regis Development Trust 
said the funding would 
help to pay for major infra¬ 
structure work at the 
Church Street building, in¬ 
cluding rood repairs, en¬ 
abling further fundraising 
efforts to pay for more ex¬ 
citing projects. 

“It means that the money 
we are raising in the town 
through fundraising is ac¬ 
tually going to be spent 
putting the cream on the 
cake. It’s going to be put¬ 
ting in the sound recording 
studio and all the things the 


young people themselves 
would like to see happen¬ 
ing in there,” he said. 

Mr Dixon also praised 
the efforts of the young 
people who led the cam¬ 
paign. 

“It’s been a real pleasure 
to work with the young 
people, they have really 
been the imagination and 
the drive behind this. 

“One of the things it has 
demonstrated to me is that 
the creativity and energy 
that young people bring is 
incredible. They trans¬ 
formed this campaign, they

are going to be central to 
what happens in The Hub 
and that place is going to 
be like a dynamo. If we 
can just capture this energy 
in the town it’s just going 
to be the most fantastic 
project. I’ve been doing 
this job for 11 years and 
this has been the best proj¬ 
ect I’ve been involved in.” 

Mark Cotton, head of the 
South West region of the 
Big Lottery Lund, also 
praised the young people 
behind the campaign. 

“I think they ran a superb 
campaign. I have wit¬ 
nessed it firsthand on Twit¬ 
ter and it’s been amazing to 
see,” he said. 

“The key to this project is 
that it has been led by 
young people and it’s for 
young people. That’s been 
reflected in the way the 
campaign was run and it 
has paid dividends.” 

■ Supporters of The Hub 
are now hoping to win a 
further £100,000 funding 
for solar panels for the club 
to generate its own elec¬ 
tricity, offered through an 
“Energyshare” scheme run 
by British Gas and River 
Cottage, headed by local 
celebrity chef Hugh Learn- 
ley-Whittingstall. 

Campaigners were work¬ 
ing hard at the end opf last 
week to win votes for this 
new opportunity but the 
competition is now closed.

This week Tom joined the LYME REGIS TAE 
KWON DO CLUB for an evening training session. 

A FTER weeks of dancing my challengers this time 
out decided to give me a break, and chose to try 
and beat me up instead. 

I was in safe hands though, as I was joining interna¬ 
tional competitor, turned coach, Sharon Ward. 

I did get a little worried when I arrived to see her with 
her arm in a sling but she reassured me that it would be 
good fun and I wouldn’t be on the receiving end of any¬ 
thing too deadly. 

I must say I did feel quietly confident, being a former 
child prodigy myself. I was once the proud owner of a 




yellow belt black tag - a level I reached after months of 
hardwork and dedication - six months to be precise, when 
I was 12. 

I also still have a Teenage Mutant Ninja Turtle dressing 
up outfit. Donatello was my turtle of choice, and I have 
years of playground experience as the Red Power Ranger. 

Only once before have the paths of my combat and 
dance careers ever come so close and that ended with dis¬ 
aster. As a child I chipped a bone in my foot whilst danc¬ 
ing to the theme tune to the ITV1 classic “Gladiators” and 
ended up on crutches for two weeks. So naturally I was 
hesitant. 

I arrived early at the class in time to see the end of the 
junior session. Now with about 20 children, aged from 
four to 14, and an instructor with an arm in a sling you 
would probably forgive the class being a little shambolic. 

Perhaps the odd child in a headlock, a girl tied up with 
a black belt or a younger pupil being used as punching 
pad. 

That couldn’t have been further from the truth. The 
older children were holding the kicking pads and helping 
the younger ones. Everyone was stood in line, listening 
intently and raring to go. And when the boundless energy 
seemed about to bubble over into chaos, Sharon just had 
to mention the words “press-ups” and everyone went 
silent. 

The kids obviously love Sharon’s classes and she must 
love teaching them as she travels all the way from East¬ 
leigh, a three hour round trip, to run them every week. 

The adult session started with a quick warm-up, which 
had me grabbing for my water bottle, and then we went 


straight into kicking practice. 

Luckily for me we were using kicking pads rather than 
each other as our targets. 

We started with straight kicks, six from the left and six 
from the right, before advancing the skills. After the 
straight kicks were out of the way we started on some 
combo work, then added axe kicks, before finally adding 
in some 360 kicks. My tree trunk legs, which felt such a 
burden during my pole dancing class, suddenly began to 
work to my advantage. 

My main struggle was with the “Kiah”, the shout you 
are meant to give when you strike an opponent. 

I find it hard when kicking someone to shout at them as 
well, I’m much more inclined to give them an apologetic 
smile. 


Perhaps I’m not quite aggressive enough to really excel, 
but after all, I’m a Glover not a fighter! 

We finished the session by practising some flying side- 
kicks. Now whatever your beliefs you cannot deny that 
there is something inherently cool about a flying kick.

MORRISSEY @ Plymouth Pavilions 
Thursday, June 30th 2011 

MORRISSEY and Marmite. What do they have in common? Well, as much as 
some members of last Thursday's audience might like to have spread Mozza 
on their toast and eaten him all up, the answer is the far more traditional adage 
- You either love it or you hate it. 

But, as you'd expect, the huge majority of the Plymouth Pavilions crowd were 
bordering on the sycophantic, with just a few non-believers propping up the 
bar and the odd indifferent observer lurking at the back. 

This was the penultimate date of a rather odd tour that has mainly played to 
towns in Scotland I've never heard off. With the exception of his appearance 
at Glasto, this was the biggest show by far in Morrissey's build-up to his head¬ 
lining slot at the Hop Farm Festival over the weekend. 

Moz was in fine form if a little less chatty than normal; a tad grumpy even. 
Messing up the intro to fan favourite'Speedway'he swiftly instructed the band 
to move on to the next song rather than go for a second take. But a buzz re¬ 
mained in the air for the entire night, which kicked off with The Smiths'tune'l 
Want The One I Can’t Have'. 

Although Morrissey has been getting stick from his former band's drummer 
via Twitter for "covering" the band's tunes, he was undeterred, treating the 
crowd to a further five songs from the seminal outfit. 

The title track from their 1985 album Meat Is Murder was one of the evening's 
highlights, with Mozza's latest band taking the song to an even darker place 
than the original, ending in a cacophony of percussion and overpowering vi¬ 
suals. Footage of cows and poultry being brutally slaughtered was projected 
on to the backdrop as the drummer let rip on a giant gong. 

Previous Morrissey tours haven't been known for employing such effective 
use of accompanying visuals, which is strange seeing as Moz always took such 
tight control of The Smiths'art direction. But in the build-up to this evening's 
performance we're treated to an eclectic mix of video clips that are probably 
saved as favourites on Morrissey's YouTube account. Lou Reed being inter¬ 
viewed, New York Dolls in concert... it's all here. 

And then the curtain falls, the pre-recorded drum solo from 'The Operation' 
pounds out, and we're met with our first backdrop star of the evening - Tony 
Franciosa in the 1962 Italian flick Senilita. It's just so Morrissey. 

Mozza is again without record deal but has already ruled out releasing new 
material via the internet in a similar way to Radiohead. He's clearly got a batch 
of new songs raring to go though, playing two of the three unreleased tunes 
he premiered during a BBC radio session last month. These were met with a 
suitably enthusiastic reaction, so too the unexpected cover of'Satellite Of Love'. 

Whilst it has took artists like Paul Weller many years before they could re-em¬ 
brace the songs of their youth (I went to many a Weller concert without even 
a hope of a tune from his days with The Jam), Morrissey has never been any¬ 
thing but proud of his former band's back catalogue. 

It's no surprise then that he chooses to bookend his performance with songs 
made famous by The Smiths. Such is the response to the finale of'This Charm¬ 
ing Man'you’d be forgiven for thinking it's 1983 all over again. All that's missing 
is the gladioli!

Poetry for Pleasure by Frank McCarry 


IN Peter Lacey's excellent new book'Ebb & Flow 
- The Story of Maritime Lyme Regis'there is a 
chapter on the slave trade, which was abol¬ 
ished by Act of Parliament in 1807. Before the 
trade in human beings was banned, William 
Cowper had written a poem entitled 'Pity for 
Poor Africans'from which Peter quotes these 
opening lines. 

I own I am shocked at the purchase of slaves, 
And fear those who buy them and sell them are 
knaves; 

What I hear of their hardships, their tortures, 
and groans 

Is almost enough to draw pity from stones. 

I pity them greatly, but I must be mum, 

For how could we do without sugar and rum? 

JUST like Wilberforce, Cowper's Christian 
morality made slavery abhorrent to him. To the 
great credit of this country the slave trade, and 
then slavery itself, were abolished - even 
though these measures were against our own 
economic interests. Reading this chapter in 
Ebb & Flow reminded me of my travels in the 
West Indies. One of the tiny Turks & Caicos Is¬ 
lands I visited is Salt Cay. Only a handful of peo¬ 
ple live there now but at one time it had a 
thriving cotton plantation operated by slaves. 
In the 1990s Natasha Durham, a little 11 -year- 
old black girl from Trinidad, who was at school 
in the Turks & Caicos, went on a trip to Salt Cay 
and, in her mind's eye, she was transported 
back to those days of slavery. The upswell of 
emotion she felt at that point was the inspira¬ 
tion for the following poem. 


OUR LAND IS OUR HOME 

Everything is silent, 

Overcome by a hush, 

The four walls loom before me 
Amongst the dense and motionless brush. 
Exposed like cracked bones - The walls 
Some vine-covered, others bare, 

Are compiled of local stone 
Not much to lose, no more to spare. 

The once great building, 

Now many years old, 

Holds the plantation's secrets, 

Many which remain untold. 

The entire holding is eerie 
Quiet and still, 

Nothing left but crumbling ruins, 
Owners intended far from good will. 

The occasional crack 
Of a whip or two, 

Followed by the distressed cries 
Of a slave, or maybe a few. 

It is filled with the bustle and noise 
Of slaves being forced out and in, 
Combined with the rhythmic 
Sounds of the gin. 

Voices of weary slaves 
Ringing through the air, 

Trying to make the best of things, 

For master's always near, 

"0 de cotton fields are white 
And the reapers are but few, 

If your finger isn't nimble 
Sure you never will get through." 

These memories are recalled 
By wrinkled lips of old, 


This is the way it used to be, 

Or this was what I was told. 

The rest of the story 
Is hard to relate 
The only way's to experience 
The cruelty, the pain, the hate. 

With the rise of the sun, 

The coming of a new day, 

Hopes of the 'morrow 
Used to be taken away. 

But the pain of our fore-fathers 
Were not all in vain, 

For we now have our freedom 
And wisdom we gain. 

Our land is our home, 

The home is where we'll always be 
So if we don't preserve it - 
Our land, our culture, our heritage, 

Our valuable treasures 
Which are here to bring us joy and delight, 
Will become worthless ruins. 

And Natasha wrote that at the age of eleven! 
My favourite Alexander Pope poem, Ode to 
Solitude, was written when he was only about 
twelve years old.

Shanty set to return to 
the Marine this summer 


SHANTY Theatre Company's 
growth in Lyme Regis is a success¬ 
ful local story in a national climate 
of funding crisis. 

When Shanty Theatre Company 
first visited The Marine Theatre in 
the summer of 2008 with their 
production 'Smugglers', it was un¬ 
clear whether the show would at¬ 
tract a big enough audience to 
make it financial possible. 

The production was seen by 735 
people over 15 shows during Au¬ 
gust 2008. This was hailed as a 
success, and Shanty was invited 
to return the following summer.

AS A self-confessed fan of mu¬ 
sical theatre, I suppose you 
could say We Will Rock You is my 
guilty pleasure show, writes 
LISA BRIGHT. 

I have seen it twice before, 
once in the West End and once 
on national tour in Bristol. Both 
times I have thoroughly en¬ 
joyed it. If nothing else, and I 
think we can all agree, the 
music is just fantastic. 

So, when I heard my old 
school was putting on the 
show, I was first to put my hand 
up and volunteer to review 
their performance, taking my 
mum, who is also a huge fan, 
along with me. 

Set 300 years in the future in 
a dystopian world where indi¬ 
vidual thoughts are sup¬ 
pressed, rock music is banned 
and manufactured pop rules 
the airwaves, We Will Rock You 


tells the story of dreamer 
Galileo (Luke Street) and his 
quest to fulfil a prophecy to re¬ 
store rock and roll. 

The story is set on planet Mall, 
ruled by the Global Soft Corpo¬ 
ration and Killer Queen (Celia 
Cruwys-Finnigan), where all Ga 
Ga kids are subjected to the 
same computer generated 
music and have no original 
thoughts or ideas. 

But Galileo knows he is differ¬ 
ent. He dreams of gibberish 
lyrics from music long since lost 
and decides to break free, 
where he meets kindred spirit 
Scaramouche (Laura Addy). 

Together they flee the 
clutches of Killer Queen and 
her trusty stooge Kashoggi 
(Georgia Robson). 

They stumble across other 
outcasts from society, Bohemi¬ 
ans who cling on last the re¬ 


maining links of "real music". 

Their leaders Meat (Amy 
Street) and Britney (Ollie Harris) 
believe Galileo is "the one", the 
dreamer who will fulfil the 
prophecy to find the long lost 
instruments, restore rock and 
roll and destroy Global Soft. 

While a raid at "The Heart¬ 
break Hotel" sees the bohemi¬ 
ans captured and tortured, 
leaving them brain dead, 
Galileo and Scaramouche make 
their escape before finding 
their friends drowning their 
sorrows at the Seven Seas of 
Rhye. 

There they meet Pop (Harry 
Robson) who explains the 
prophecy "that a bright shining 
star will lead them to the place 
of living rock". 

They discover a gold shining 
statue of Freddie Mercury that 
points to Wembley Stadium, 


home of rock music, and it is 
there that they find the hidden 
instruments and bring the long 
forgotten rock and roll music 
back to life. 

So how did Woodroffe's ver¬ 
sion compare to my West End 
experience? Well, I have to be 
honest - it was easily just as 
good and enjoyable to watch 
and I must say, some of 
Woodroffe's bright young stars 
could give the West End profes¬ 
sionals a run for their money. 

One in particular is Luke 
Street. And he is definitely one 
to watch for the future. 

At 18-years-old, Luke is about 
to leave Woodroffe and start a 
three-year musical theatre 
diploma at the Performance 
Preparation Academy in Guild¬ 
ford. 

He is an incredibly talented 
singer. I was blown away by his

STALBRIDGE 160 ALL OUT LOST TO DORCHESTER 161 -9 BY ONE WICKET 

IT took some calm and inspired batting from James Dunham 
(14 not out) and Stuart Voss (19 not out) to steer Dorchester 
to victory for the second time this season. 

Having beaten the Stalbridge by just one run in the reverse 
fixture, the county town were tottering on the edge of defeat 
at 137-9 when Voss, a late call-up for the missing Nick Roe, 
joined Dunham at the crease needing 24 for victory.

Sweeney breaks leg in bad day at office for Buckler 


STABLE jockey Nathan Sweeney broken his left leg follow¬ 
ing a fall at Newton Abbot on Monday. 

Sweeney is in the form of his life, currently rated 
amongst the top strike jockeys in the country with seven 
wins from 21 races, burt the injury, a crack in his left tibia 
looks to have sidelined him for the summer months at 
best.

He will now go on his summer holidays. Ethiopia returned 
unharmed. 

The result was an obvious disappointment for the whole 
stable, not least because of Sweeney's injury, but also be¬ 
cause the yard is in such good form recently. 

Buckler was philosophical afterwards, hesaid:"Nathan's 
injury is a big blow to us all, but the only fortunate thing 
I guess is that it is the summer months with little racing. 

"Cullahill was a race once too much, but he looked and 
felt well at home, but like humans they get to a point of 


exhaustion, and he will now be turned out for the sum¬ 
mer. 

"We've had a great run, but these things happen in rac¬ 
ing I'm afraid." 

Buckler had to make jockey changes for Tuesday night's 
racing at Uttoxeter with Sweeney indisposed. Ian Popham 
was due to ride Tiger Breeze in the conditional jockeys 
race, whilst Buckler found an able deputy in AP McCoy to 
ride Mister Matt in the bet365 Handicap Chase.
